THE STATE OF NEw HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newton, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, 
on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine o’clock in the fore- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a Town Clerk, one Selectman, for three years, 
Town Treasurer, Tax Collector, Auditors, Road Commissioners, 
Trustees of Public Library, Constables, Sealer of Weights and 
Measures, Measurers of Wood and Bark and Surveyors of Lum- 
ber, Health Officers, Fence Viewers, and all other He Ceneny town 
officers and agents for the ensuing year. . 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for pay- 
ing the town debts and defraying the interest thereon, for the 
support and maintenance of the Public Library, and for other 
necessary charges arising in said town. 


3. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and Board of 
Selectmen to the Town Auditors, the reports of the Auditors, 
Agents, Committees, or other officers heretofore chosen or appointed, 
and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


5. 'To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $400.00 
for the control of the White Pine Blister Rust. (The State will 
furnish $100.00 for every $400.00 raised.)

6. To see if the town will vote to renew the contract with the 
Exeter & Hampton Electric Co. for street lighting and to raise 
and appropriate money for the same. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $324.00 
(in addition to $648.00 required by law) for State Aid Construc- 
tion in order to secure State Aid of $388.80. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $3,000.00 
for Trunk Line Maintenance. (The State will furnish a like sum.) 


9. To see if the town will appoint a committee to investigate 
the feasibility of establishing a town forest and make recom- 
mendations at the regular town meeting in March, 1925. 


10. To see if the town will vote to observe Old Home Day 
and make suitable appropriation therefor. 


11. To see what action the town will take to provide suitable 
storage room for road machine and tools and raise and appropriate 
money for the same. 


12. Upon petition of Henry L. Burbeck, David F. Wilder, 
Charles H. Hoyt, and seven others. 

To see if the voters will instruct the Selectmen to cause to be 
established a Police Court in the Town of Newton and to raise 
and appropriate such sums of money as may be necessary there- 
for. 


13. To see what action the town will take in regard to building 
a town vault and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


14. To bring in your votes for the election of Delegates-at- 
Large, Alternate Delegates-at-Large, District Delegates, Alternate 
District Delegates to the National Conventions of the Democratic 
and Republican parties, to be held for the purpose of nominating 
party candidates for President and Vice-President of the United 
States.

15. To transact any other business that may legally come be- 


fore said meeting.

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Voted, that further town business be adjourned until one 
o'clock for dinner, but that ballots on Constitutional amendment 
be received during the recess. Meeting re-convened at one p. 
m. 


Article3. Taken care of in the budget. 


Article 4. On motion of Andrew G. Littlefield it was voted to 
accept the reports of officers as printed in the town reports. 


Article 5. On motion of Andrew G. Littlefield it was voted 
that the Selectmen be authorized to hire money in anticipation 
of taxes. 


~ Article 6. The polls were declared open at 10.00 a. m. to re- 
ceive votes on the constitutional amendment and kept open un- 
til three p.m. at which time the votes were counted resulting in 
not approving same, Yes, 12;:No, 65, which said amendment was 
as follows: Question. ‘Do you approve of empowering the Legis- 
lature to impose and levy assessments, rates and taxes for the 
public charges of government with no restrictions except that 
they be reasonable, as proposed in the amendment to the con- 
stitution?” 

Article 7. On motion of John E. Hayford it was voted to pass 
over this article. 7 


Article 8. On motion of Wilbur R. Sargent it was voted to 
raise and appropriate the’ sum of $318.50 (in addition to the 
amount of $637.00 required by law), for State Aid construction. 


Article 9. On motion of Andrew G. Littlefield it was voted to 
raise $3,000.00 for Trunk Line maintenance. 


Article 10. William K. Davis offered the following resolution 
and moved its adoption. Be it resolved that the price of rent 
of Town Hall now in force be void and the following rules and price 
of rent be adopted and take effect from this date or until the same 
shall be changed at some future town meeting. 


Ist. $5.00 per evening when hired (and used for their benefit) 
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by any town person, order, club or church of the town. $3.00 
per evening for rehearsals when used by above mentioned parties. 


2nd. $8.00 per evening when hired and used by any persed 
or persons not a resident of Newton. 


$5.00 per evening for rehearsals when used by above mentioned 
parties. 


The lower hall shall be let at $3.00 and $5.00 viz: number one 
and two; extra charge shall be made if hall is used after 12 p. m. 
or in forenoon or afternoon. 


Free use of hall may be granted in writing, by, and if, in the 
opinion of the majority of Selectmen, Town Clerk and Town Treas- 
urer, it is for the good of the townspeople. The Selectmen shall 
have the power and right to revoke the letting or use of the Town 
Hall to any person or persons, Church, Order, Lodge or Club. 


Any loss, breakage or damage done the hall or property about 
the hall shall be paid for by the person, persons or order having 
it at that time. 


Any litter, material, etc. used, caused to be used or brought in 
the hall more than the ordinary shall be removed from the hall 
and town property immediately by the lessee; and the resolution 
was adopted: Yes, 24; No, 10. 


Article 11. Moved by Charles Dart to pass over. William 
G. Battles asked unanimous consent of the voters for Mr. Isaac 
Webster of Newburyport to address those present, which was 
granted. Mr. Battles also read a letter from Mr. Gideon Web- 
ster, brother of above, after which remarks by different persons 
present for and against. W. G. Battles moved an amendment, 
that the article in the warrant be substituted for the motion of 
Mr. Dart, and the amendment was adopted. Yes, 52; No, 41; 
and the amendment was declared adopted. 


Article 12. On motion of James W. Bagley it was voted to 
extend the lights to the residence of Fred S. Morse by the ad- 
dition of two lights, but not to take the lights now at Gould’s 
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Hill and next to the Bailey place, and the Selectmen were di- 
rected to raise and appropriate necessary sum of money to cover 
expense of same. 


Article 138. Mrs. John Scott, President of the Village Improve- 
ment Society, in a few pleasing remarks presented the clock now 
in the tower of the Town Hall as a gift of said society, which gift 
was accepted by Selectmen W. R. Sargent in behalf of the town. 
A rising vote of thanks of those present was extended to the society 
for the gift. 


The meeting was adjourned sine die at 3.30 p. m.

Whenever ANY PERSON knows or has reason to believe that any 
member of his family or household (boarder, roomer, or visitor) 
has either small pox, diphtheria, membraneous croup, scarlet 
fever, typhoid fever, measles, or any other malignant communi- 
cable disease, he shall, within twenty-four hours, if no physi- 
cian is in attendance, give notice thereof to the local board of 
health of the town or city in which he resides, and such notice 
shall be given either verbally to one of the health officers, or by 
a communication addressed to the board of health and duly mailed 
within the time specified. 
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Section 9— 


Any person who knowingly violates any provision of this chap- 
ter, or any regulation established by authority of this chapter, 
shall be punished by a fine of ten dollars for each offense.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Newton: 
Gentlemen:— 


It gives me pleasure to present my first annual school report. 
With it I wish to extend to you my thanks for your friendly help- 
fulness and hearty co-operation. It has surely made my work 
with you a pleasure and I trust that it has also been with profit 
to the School District. 


We must be progressive in our school policy for the future. 
Our aim should be to provide the best possible education for the 
children of Newton. To accomplish this we must have good teach- 
ing, books and equipment of high standard and cheerful and whole- 
some school rooms. The children are well worth educating, for 
the children of today are the citizens of tomorrow. And a higher 
order of citizenship must be brought about to combat the law- 
lessness and disregard for law that is sweeping over America. 


In our recommendations to the citizens of Newton I believe 
that the child of the community should receive hee considera- 
tion consistent with wise economy.

Much of this may also be attributed to lack of appreciation on the 
part of some parents of the real value of daily attendance to their 
children. An increase in the percent. of attendance means an in- 
crease in the efficiency of the school.

It is desired to incorporate with the report of 1923—a state- 
ment of the results shown by the Stanford Achievement Tests, 
during the fall of 1923. These tests include the following: para- 
graph reading, sentence reading, word meaning; arithmetic 
computation, arithmetic problems; nature study and_ science; 
history and literature; language usage; and spelling. 

The following table will show the results obtained in the various 
schools. in town, from Grade IV to Grade VIII.

The above table may be read as follows: 


(Ist line) Newton Primary, Grade IV. The pupils of this 
grade obtained an average in reading equal to that of a normal child 
124 months old or 10 years and 4 months. The standard as shown 
at the foot of the table under the section marked “STANDARD” 
is that of a child 106 months old or 8 years and ten months. Thus 
this grade exceeded the standard set in the test by 1 year and six 
months. The standard in arithmetic for the same grade is 109 
and they reached an average of 124 (Read in the same way as be- 
fore). Thus the attainment in any subject for any grade may 
be read and compared to the standard of the test. 


The standards set in the Stanford Achievement Test were ob- 
tained by use in cities of California, notably Oakland. A manual 
has been prepared which enables an examiner to carry out the 
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same rules and regulations as were used in the California tests. 
Consequently a comparison may be made between a given school 
and this group of schools. An examination of the results obtained 
at Newton will show that the standards were met or exceeded 
except in two cases. In one case the standard was exceeded by 
over one year. 


These tests will also show the relative efficiency with which 
different subjects are taught. Arithmetic seems to be the best 
taught subject in Newton. Reading is also well taught. Language 
and History are relatively not so well taught. Thus the test is 
extremely valuable in demonstrating on what subjects special 
stress should be laid. 


As a result of these tests emphasis has been placed on proper 
subjects and special methods devised to bring about improve- 
ment. 


Teachers 


A word of appreciation is due the staff of teachers in Newton 
Schools. Professional zeal and enthusiasm mark their work. Their 
splendid co-operation and friendly attitude is much apprecia- 
ted. 


Recommendations 


More reading material is urgently needed in the schools. Each 
school should have some kind of a reference book or set of reference 
books. 


New maps and globes are also needed since those on hand are 
an old edition. About $200.00 is needed for this purpose.
